Epviror,—In one of the January nowbhers ef the New BL rer [saw an 
ar icle on Ayreshire Stock, which appea ed to have been -ws,c-ted by a shaut edi- 
torial article in your columns on the same subject, illustrated by the common cut of 
the Ayreshire Cow, to be found in all the standard works, treating of neat cattle, 
both in this country and Europ, and ene, admitted on all hands, which gives a 
very accurate idea of the genuine animal. | regarded your account of this stock, 
fair and candid, placing the subject before the public without exaggeration, while it 
corresponded with the views of the most authentic writers which | have read on the 
subject; and as the writer charged you with error in supposins that ‘rich pastures 
would injure their dairy qualities, and says this doctrine would be news to the peo- 
ple of Britain where rich pasture is highly appreciated for dairy purposes,” and 
also, for saying the stock *‘was not common or savght for in Great Britain.” I 
have been expecting a reply, but inasmuch os you have not done it, I hope you 
will not consider me on intermedler for taking a brief notice of the subject, which 
perhaps may not be altogether uninteresting to the public. 

Mr Youatt in his able and impartial treatise on neat cattle says: ‘‘Some of them 
have been tried in the London dairies. As mere milkers, they could not compete 
with the long established Mehopoletan dairy cow, the short horn,» They yielded as 
much milk in proportion to their size and food, but not in proportion to the room | 
they eecupied, aud the increased trouble which they gave from being more numer- 
ous, in order to supply the requisite quantity of milk, i 

It is, as Mr Rankine well observes, on the inferior soil and moist climate of Ayre- 
shire and the West of Scotland, that their superiority as milkers is most remark- | 
able. On their natural food, of poor quality, they give milk abundantly and long, | 
and often within a few days of calving, but when they are moved to richer pas- 
tures, their constitution changes aud they convert their food into beef. ‘There is a 
lurking tendeney to fatien about them which good pastures wil bring to light, so 
that when the Ayreshire cow is sent to England she looses her superiority as a 
milker and begins to accumulate flesh, English dealers, who purchase Ayreshire 
cows, generally select the coarsest animals they can find, in order to avoid the con- 
sequences of a change of climate and food.” 

Now it does appear to me, that if Mr Youatt is entitled te confidence, which I 
have never heard brought in quesiion, your account of this steck is fully sustained 
Mr Youatt, on poor soil gives the preference to their fore fathers, the Highlanders, 
their neighbors the Galloways and considers them ccnsiderably behind their Short 
horn sizes. I do not believe that any race of cows wiil average 24 quarts of milk | 
each per day, and as the writer by quoting Mr Aiton to this fact, has made this ex- 
travagant statement, his own, | infer, he must have labored under some extraor- 
dinary bias, for as I have been credibly informed, neither the animals imported by 
the Mass. Society or Mr Cushing have produced an average of two thirds of this 
quantity, and we have good reason to presume that both of these importations were 
some of the best specimens of the breed. 

My object is to set this subject fairly before the public, that my brother farmers 
may not be misled by exagerated accounts of new things, or by impositions prac- 
tised by those whose peculiar province it is, to put the truth before the public and 
nothing else. To make myself understood, I will here insert the cut of a full 
Blood Durham Short Horn Cow. }

Prentiss, of the State of New York, and selected by him from Mr Whitakers stock, 
Yorkshire, England. This cow has fully sustained the high choracter of the breed 
in England. She is represented rather long in the back and neck, and the bag ts 
regarded as ciffering materially from that of most cows of this bree 1, and is not so 
well formed. A cut or picture o! this cow was published in the Albany Cultivator 
in December 1840.

So rapid are 
the movements in the moral, religious, and e:

The recent movement in the House, to estab- 
lish a Common School Library, in every district 
in the Commonwealth, comes up to the wants of 
our interior population, and we have little doubt, 
will become a law. 

The proposition is to give each distriet in ev- 
ery town in the State, $15, provided the towns 
in whigh they are situated, will raise'an equal 
sum to establish a Common School Library. 

It is Said that there are over one hundred 
towns in the State entirely destitute of any pub- 
lic library, and that in those towns where there 
are libraries, their influence is#entirely central, 
and seldom reaches at all the outer districts of 
the towns, 

A ‘o this effect has already passed the 
House, and we trust that our farmers in the

The Silk Cause hastaken an onward stride 
in our Commonwealth the season past—truly 





enc . By order of the Senate the Scc- 
retary Of the Commonwealth has just furnished 
an Abstract of the claims for bounty under our 
law as presented between Feb. 10, 1841, and 
Feb. 12, 1842, giving the name and residence of 
each claimant, the amount of coccoons, and 
reeled silk which each one has raised, and the 
County paid toeach. The claims are not yet 
all in, as we understand that the recling of silk, 
is more or less made the work of the winter.— 
But we have been most agreeably surprised to 
find that the business had extended itself so 
widely. 

The Abstract presents nearly 400 distinct 
claims. These claimants reside in all parts of 
the state. The aggregate of their labors ac- 
cording to the footings of the Secretary ap- 
pears to be 27219 pounds of Coccoons. The 
amount of bounty paid is $4777 65. This with 
what will yet be claimed, will show about a 
three fold increase upon any preceeding year 
since the enterprize commenced. 

These results surely oloim the attention of 
our agricultural friends. They show that our 
climate and soil, and other circumstances are 
favorable to this new branch of industry—that 
with the increase of practical knowledge, the 
business will go rapidly forward.

| had also about $1000 in his pocket, which they 
did not discover. . 

After the robbery, and as the robbers were 
making off with their plunder, Mr Cook said to 
them, ‘Give me the letter—it is no use to you.”’ 
Upon this, the short man, who had the pocket 
book, took out the letter and threw it down; 
when Mr C, asked for his memorandum book, 
which was also throwndown. Out of $433, the 
robbers only got $33. It was lucky for Mr 
| Cook, that he saved the money of the bank, as 
he would doubtless have been suspected of self- 
robbery, in case of loss. 

The robbers are beyond all question the 
same, who robbed Mr Nutting, of Groton, and 
the Billerica farmer.—{ Lowell Advertiser.

A Terrible Crash, 

Monday evening, the Roman Catholic Mutual 
Relief Society held a meeting in Montgomery 
Hall, corner of Congress and Bath streets, and 
when in the act of dispersing, about half past 
ten, an adjournment having been moved and 
carried, the sleepers upon which one half of the 
| floor was laid having no upright support below, 
; gave away, and in its descent took the floor be- 
|low with it, hurling about one hundred and fifty 
men among its ruins. The ground floor brought 
them up in Riddle’s Auction Store, which it ren- 
dered a repository of boards, benches, beams, 
sleepers, broken glass, &c. &c. all huddled in 
common chaos. During the descent of the floor 
many threw themselves out of the windows, 
The noise of the crash and the howling, for it 
cannot be defined as any thing else, of those in- 
| side, soon drew together a large concourse of 
| people, many of whom rendered efficient aid in 
| extrieating the terrified inmates from the ruins, 
| When all were taken from the ruins it was found 
| that but three men were severely injured; one 
| of them a Mr Burns, of South Boston, had both 
|legs broken, and the other two had received 
| some serious bruises. Three or four others were 
reported to have had their arms and legs sprain- 
ed; these, as far as we could ascertain, were all 
the accidents. Takmg all the circumstances 
|} imto consideration we consider it on the whole 

almost a miraculous escape. There were nearly

The following most melancholy account of a 
murderous scene in the Council of Wisconsin,

A discussion of a heated character, arose 
upon a motion made in the Council to reconsider

as Sheriff of the county of Grant, was rejected a 
few days since. During the progress of this dis- 
cussion, some rather violent words passed be- 
tween Mr Arndt and Vineyard. The first con- 
| cenving himself to have been insulted, approach- 
jed Mr Vineyard after the adjournment, for the 
| purpose of secking av explanation—a slight per- 
sonal rencontre then took place, when the lat- 
ter drew a pistol from his pocket and fired. Mr 
Arndt reeled for a few paces, then sunk to the
